On 10 September 2007, Reporting Officer CHENGARY was assigned Log # 1009036 by Confidential investigations Section Sergeant Matthew 
BROWN # 2378. The undersigned received the Complaint Against Department Member/Face Sheet detailing the allegations against a Chicago Police 
Department member. 


Based upon the information obtained a preliminary investigation was initiated into the alleged citizen complaint. 

On 11 September 2007, the undersigned contacted the medical section prior to conducting surveillance on MOSQUEDAto determine his I.O.D. 
status. Information gathered was MOSQUEDA went on the medical on 01 September 2007 for an Injury he sustained on 31 August 2007. MOSQUEDA 
injured his right hand chasing an offender, resulting in a splint being placed on his 3rd and 4th finger, according to the medical section MOSQUEDA was 
receiving therapy on both hands and was scheduled to return to the medical section for a follow-up visit on 05 October 2007, 
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On 20 / 26 September 2007 and 17 October 2007, the undersigned conducted surveillance in the vicinity of MOSQUEDA'S residence, 2245 W. 18th 
Place. The surveillance was initiated in order to address the alleged allegations against MOSQUEDA in that MOSQUEDA had been seen remodeling his 
home and playing basketball while on I.O.D. MOSQUEDA is also alleged to socialize with known "gang members." 

During three separate surveillances at various limes the undersigned did observe MOSQUEDA at his residence; however MOSQUEDA was never 
observed playing basketball or working on his house, the undersigned did not observe a basketball hoop in MOSQUEDA yard or on any of the garages In 
his alley. The undersigned did not observe MOSQUEDA socializing with any known gang members during the surveillances, The allegations brought 
against the accused MOSQUEDA were not observed by the undersigned during the given dates arid times of the surveillances
